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For convenient removal of smoking articles, especially cigarettes, from their boxes, there 
are known boxes with two-piece interlocking lids, wherein the two lid parts have matching 
shapes and at their junctions with the associated walls of the box body can be flipped apart in 
opposite directions. Thereby the ends of the cigarettes are uncovered on all sides and thus are 
conveniently accessible. 

The invention relates to such boxes for packing cigarettes that can be divided at the 
middle, thus making it possible to smoke cigarettes in two halves. In order to divide the 
cigarettes in the aforesaid boxes with two-piece interlocking lids, the cigarettes must be pulled 
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out or removed^ After the upper cigarette half has been split off, the lower cigarette half 
remaining in the box slides back down, and so must be shaken out again if it is to be removed. 

In order to eliminate this disadvantage, the invention provides that one or both hinges of 
the lid parts is or are disposed in the plane of the middle dividing point of the smoking articles or 
below it in the direction of the box body. 

For the upper cigarette halves to be split off from the cigarettes remaining in the box 
body, one or both hinges when flipped open forms or form desired edges, at which the upper 
cigarette halves can be conveniently bent over. 

If only one of the two hinges is disposed as a bending edge for the upper cigarette halves 
in their dividing plane, it is expedient to dispose the other joint further down in the direction of 
the lower cigarette halves remaining in the box body, so that these can also be removed 
effortlessly from the body without shaking them out and thereby having to tolerate production of 
tobacco shreds. 

A practical example of a box according to the invention is illustrated in perspective in the 
drawing. 

The box is composed of box body 1 and the two lid parts 2 and 3, which comprise the 
interlocking lid and fit into one another when the box is closed. For clarity of illustration, only 
the cigarettes 4 disposed in the box are shown, and the wrapping - usually made of tinfoil or 
similar material - for cigarettes 4 is omitted. 

Each of these cigarettes 4 is composed of two short filter cigarettes 4a and 4b, which are 
joined by their connecting paper 4c to form a cigarette that is treated as one unit for tax purposes. 
Hinge 5 for lid part 2 is located at the height of the grooved dividing points T of the cigarettes, 
whereas hinge 6 for lid part 3 is located below dividing points T of the cigarettes. To remove 
upper cigarette halves 4a, these are bent over and split off in the region of dividing point T via 
the edge of hinge 5 after lid half 2 has been opened. After upper cigarette halves 4a have been 
removed and lid part 3 has been opened, lower cigarette halves 4b are easily accessible by virtue 
of hinge 6, which is located further down, and so they can also be removed without difficulty 
from the box body. A notch 7 in the upper frame 8 of lid part 3, which overlaps lid part 2, makes 
it easy to open the said lid part 3 and also to grasp lid part 2 in order to open it, without having to 
open lid part 3 beforehand. 
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It is naturally also conceivable that the box can be constructed to accommodate cigarettes 
that are divided in off-centered position, in which case the hinges of the flip-top lids are to be 
offset to a corresponding extent. The purpose of the invention would in no way be restricted 
thereby. 

CLAIM: 

A box with two-piece interlocking lid for smoking articles that can be divided at 
the middle, wherein the two lid parts can be flipped apart in opposite directions at their 
junctions with the box body, characterized in that one or both hinges (5, 6) of the lid parts 
(2, 3) is or are disposed in the plane of the middle dividing points (7) of the smoking 
articles (4) or below it in the direction of the box body (1).
